successor to Mr. Acharya aad I am gkd to say that Mr, D. B. CUkaN 
kar M, A , the present Curator, if he sfcicka to the post will in course of time 
prove a good sucaeaaar to the two good Curators whom the WuUju 
M useum had the good Jock to secure till now. The quoation of salary ie 
no doubt a iittb bit embarrasing but [ have always iropresaed upon Mr, 
Diskalkar of doing his duty and Joaving the quastion of hU advaucemont 
to the Committee. The all round high priocw havo been making the quea- 
tion of salaries one of difficult solution eapeoially in institutions which 
have to be managed within tJio fixed incame derived from ondowmeti ts. 1 
do not want to go into the queatJon at present because Mr. Diskalkar 
after all has only been here for less lUau a year.

5, As usual two uidinary meetinga were held during the oauras of 
the yaar but in the present year there waa the mcetiDg of the special 
Committee appointed by Hesolauon No. Vlll of the meeting held on 2ad 
August 1919 to make the seleotioa of a auccaasor to Mr. Acharya. The 
Committee aelected from about nine candidates Mr. Diekelkai whose 
Unlvaraity Ab^ainments were far above those of the other caudidatea. 


FIRST oriental CONFERENCE. 

6. The yesr was a memorable year iu that tbara waa a Conference 
at Poona of Orientaliete. 1 was ansious that the Watson Musaum should 
take its proper place at the Conference and the Exhibition started in con- 
Dcction with the Conference^ but the Wat&ou Museum was greatly haiidU 
capped by tbc absence of Mr. Acbarya aad by the ■election of Mr. Dis¬ 
bar not having been made. The Committee therefore propoaed to utili^ 
the presence of Mr, Acbarya in Poona and so requested the authorities of 
the Prince of Wales Museum to allow the Watson Museum to be repre¬ 
sented by Mr. Acbarya Thug any how the Watson Museum was present 
at the Conference but the representation wag only nominal. Mr, Acbarya 
could not find time to contribute to the great Literary work which was 
the chsracteriebio feature of the Gonference, Befiore the date of the Con- 
fetonco Mr. Diskalkar had joined liis appointment sb Curator and so ha 
too was deputed as a second representatlvs of the Watson VEuseum with 
the perniisaioo so graciously given by the Honorary Secrotaetea of the 
Oriental Conference, The copper*platss, the manuscripts and the coins were 
exhibited at the Exhibition. I am only sorry that no Essay could he 
read. 





addresses. 


7. Updisr Rute 26 [e] of the rules of tha Museutn the Curator ia 
required to deliver three public addressea but aa tUa public addroasua do 
not become suffioieotly nttraotive the peuctice has in recjnt years been started 
to write out the addresses in tU form of Essays on aabjaots of Antiquarian 
interest. This kind of the work too hea not been done in the-preaent year os 
the Curator’s pnsb was practically vacanli and Mr, Dlskalkar was new. 

8. The article on the Qalo Inscription of V. 3. 1193 has been pub¬ 
lished in the Journal of the Boiphay Rrauch of the Royal Asiatic Society 
and the article on Eahatrapa princes lias also been published. Mr. Dlskalkar’a 
report will show that ha haa taken in hand the Handalika Kavya and 
that his niannscript of comiuentaries is almost ready. llis report aUo 
shows that he has on hand the Philological Notes on some Asoku Words. 
He la also preparing a oatalogne of coins. I hops before the end of the 
current year he will Snish all these undertakings bo as to allow mo to 
have tliepn published befure the year la out. 

TOURS. 

9. The Curator was out for 30 days on bis usual tour. -He visited 
all the principal places in Kathiawar but .Mr, DUkalkar's tours for some 
time yet to come will bo more in the nature of bin education than of 
utility as he has yet to make himself acquainted with the Kathiawar an- 
tiquLtieap 

MUMISMAlias AATZ) EPIGRAPHY, 

10. There ia not much to add to what work I was able to show 
in my last report of Idld. The Uaaada coina have all been deciphered 
by the Curator and arranged in the chronological order os shown in Ap¬ 
pendix A of the Curiitor*B report. The new coins acriuirod during the 
course of the year with tha except!jn. of Kodur gold coins are almost all 
of lliem fresh and of recent dates. 

VISITORS, 

11. The Watson Mnactim U dally visited by hundreds of sight seers 
and travellers but we had no important visitor this year. We on the other 
hand sent out tbe Cnratnr to see'the Exhibition in coDnection with the 
Oriental Conferenee, He on his return journey from Poona, visited the 
Bombay and Baroda Museums and the Baroda Picture Gallery. He thus 

^had a chance to mix freely with the best orlcutallsts of the world, listen 
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to the diecasaioBB at tbe oonferenco and to the learned dUcoamoa. HU 
Baroda visit gave him a chance to see one ofthe best Museama and one 
of the best Picture Galleries in the whole of India. His experience thuj 
■acquired ia likely to be oaefnl to him in his work here.

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THE CURATOR’8 REPORT 

FOR THE YEAR 1919—20. 

Tbottgh my lepott ia for tho ya»r 1919-20 it ia praotioally for half 
oe the year. I joined tbe post of tbe Curator on the 30th Septemher 19l£>. 
During fcbeae aix montha though 1 could not do any aabetautial work 
for the Museum I hare been doing my utmost to prepare myself for the 

same. ' < i 

The first thing 1 had to do after taking charge of the post was to 
make myself familiar with the office reoorda, whioh hare almost all baen 
kept in Gujarati, whioh I did not know at all. Bub by the kind gui¬ 
dance of the Hon. Secretary of the Museum, Mr. Vithaldaa G, Triredi, 

B. A, LL ,B, and the ready help of the special clerk, Mr. Ghhobalal Kauji, 

I was soon able to find my way. 

The date of the First Oriental Conference waa now drawing near 
and 1 waa ordered by the Museum Committee to represent the Muaeum 
iu the Conference taking with me the Jrare exhibits in it for tbe ©xbibi. 
tion. I selected aocordiugly 302 coins, <l gold. 203 eilrer, and S copper), 

4 copperplates and I manuscript, The coins included very rare types ot 
the Kshatrapa rulers—B bum aka, Ghastana and Jayadaman and of the Saa- 
eauian Gadhaiya. The copperplates were those found at Dhiuki, Bhadwa, 
lyavej and Wadhwan in Kathiawar. The Manuscript is of 
a panejyric of Ra Maudlika, (1451-1473 a, n), the last Rajput ruJor of 

Junagadha of the Chudasamau dynasty, by a poet named HTO. The 
work of exhibiting these I did satkfacborily. I am sorry, however, 
for not having read an article, in the Coufereuce. It was indeed a happy • 
thing to have the chance of seeing a large number of acholara from alt 
p*rts of India and listening to their discourses on varioue subjects of 
OrienUl learning. I take this opportuity of thaukiug most stucerely the 
Watson Mueeum Committee who gave me the golden opportouity. 

After returning from Poona I occupied myself ta cheokiug and pre¬ 
paring a claseified list of the manuscripts in the Mnseum. 

I could not carry out my intautiou of systematically arranging the 
articles in the Museum as their checking begun by two members of the 
Museum Commitea has not yet been completed, 

TOURS, 

From 2od February I went oo tour. I was out for 86 days 
travelling about 550 mis. by Railway and 80 mis. otherwise.

I first visited Janagsdba, one of the ohief holy plaosa of the Anti* 
qaariaa; Saurastrs is full of holjf plscos noli only of the AntiqueriaQS, so 
to esy, bat also of the BtahoiaQiosl BindeSf the Jains and it may be 
said of the Buddhists, 1 vreot bo see first the famous ^Aeoka Took.' My 
joy was great whea I saw the the most extraordinary rook 

where we find iu one place the ioscripbioos of the three most impor 
tant and ancient dyoaotias of Indla^the Maury a, the Esatrapa and the 
Gupta. 1 was however sorry to see that the rook was misused by igno¬ 
rant people. Some of thecn foolishly fond of making their names read by 
others before the ineoription of the great Aeoka. who was quite modest for 
his name^ wrote them on it with a ohalk or cbarcoal. Others, pilgrims of a 
different kind, found near the rock proteoted by a good sbade^ a oonve* 
nlent place for cooking and reeling. Children of the shepards, more ptay> 
ful than mieahiovoas, have there the beet means for their play of gliding 
thus uni D tent bn ally hut gradually rubbing the memorable letters. X have 
made a report on this to the Administrator, appealing him to devise 
some means to keep the famous rock qaito secure. 

1 Visited neat the Slate Museum. Though it is a small one It has got 
some things e.g. the remains from the Boria Stupa, which any good Muae* 
um wiJi be proud to possess. 1 should be glad, however, if the State 
anthorities try their best to make the museum still more naefut and attrac¬ 
tive. by transferring some arhblee in the adjoining room of the Darbar 
Hal), which are more suited for tlie Uuseum, 

Junagadha State, premier in Katbiawad, and fall of antiquities of 
a superior nature should faavs a regular Archaeological Department of its 
own, like some other Indian staiss even teas blessed with antiquities. The 
Department has snfEcient work to do-K>f reviving the museum and enri¬ 
ching it with exhibits of varions kinds whioh can be easily secared in the 
State itself, of pubHsbing together all the Inscriptions in the State, which 
are so many and so important for the local history of Eatlttawar-if not 
for the history of India, and of preserviog the ruined end ancient works 
of wide fame in the State. 

From Junagadha I went to Bhavnagar. The Museum here has got 
many exhibits of different kinds. They are also of a far superior quality. 
The number of coins end copper-pistes is Isirge-larger £ may say than 
the one we have in the Watson Mnsenra. The copies of inscriptioDS col¬ 
lected with very greet difficulty for the third volume of the Epigrepbia 
Bhavnagaii, which unfortunately has not yet been publiifaed though SO 
years have elapsed sinoe the publication of the first two volumes, deserve 


to bo honclled lOon. Tho most onrorlunato vbitig wilb tho Mawum 
IS that it is alrooBt always cloiod ©xcopt when a gentleman of apwial 
taste iotontionally comes to see it. TbOfO w o* Iw^ •*><! proper arrange* 
meat of the very largo and valuable eolleotion of ooini ami other exhlbita. 
In fact the Museum would ho more usefal and attractive if special atten¬ 
tion u given to iho aime by the State antboritiee. 

Tho Vajeebanlter Gaurishankor Uneanm, another small muaaum in 
Bliavanager. tbongb exceedingly rednood In ite wbibils that had been ool- 
lectod by ita founder the late Ur* Vajesbankar, the late Diwan of Bbavana- 
gar^ ie a wonderful epooimon of atnateour work in the line. 


My short vieita to Somanath Paten. Sihoie, Palitanaand Wadbwan 
were ueeful lo me in that 1 became familiar with the important antniuitiee 
at thoM places. I did not find there anything that doeervoe speoial 

EPIGRAPBY 


During my tear I did not find any new important inioription escept 
the two of the Kshatrapa-Swemi Jivadaman ( Sm. 2 + + ) and Swarai 
Bndraeimha 11 ( Samvat 22S ), in Junegadba and the third of 
Maharajadhlraj Parameshwar Shri Vijayapaldev of 1100 V. S, m 
Downs f C. L ) where I bad gooo on leave for my private purposes. 


The first Kshatrap inscription of Swami Jivadaman is on a sand Itooe 
measuring about - I ft- ^ f*'"'*'* excavations were going 

on in the Uparkot for the Stale Water works, and is at present lying in 
the Aocountaol General s Office in Junegadba* The insoription, if it were 
oomplete would have been of very great importance in aseertaiog the 
relation ot Swami Jivadaman in the family of the Kshatrape and would 
thus have filled up the gap so bng existing. Bob unforHinately the 
inacription ha. lost both of Its sidse. All effort, to find them out have 
b«n fruitloae. The only aign of the date that is partly visible is the 
symbol for • two hundred *. The word before 

is important as it removes the doubt of Rapwm who say., “Like Glwamotik-, 
the father of Chasten, Swami Jivadaman bears no kinghly title. ”

Tb« thkd inscription in nn eioelteut atotn oE preservation is Ijinglntbs 
Tersndithor the Viotoria High School Dewaa 2 (C. I.). It records the grant 
of land by Maharejadhiraja Farameshwar Shri Vtjayapaldev, the eon of 
Msharajadhiraj Perameahvat Shri TihuDapaldeva, the son ofUabaraja* 
dhiraj Para mesh war Shri Frith w1 pal deva to the Fnrobit. The date of the 
inacriptlon U V, S. 1190, expressed in symbols and words. It is a long 
inscription and will bo given elsewhero. 

Nl/MISMATJCS. 

The number of coins added this year to the Coin Cabinet of tbe mu* 
eenm is 4401 of ibese S are gold, 228 stiver, 3 billion and 207 copper. Of 
the total, 191 silver coins were presented by the Dssada Tatakdars (in Ka* 
thiawar) and It coins (8 silver and 3 copper) by the Curator of tbe Fro* 
vineial Moaeum Lucknow, The rest hawo all bean bought. 

Tbe most valuable collection is that of 191 silver coins of the 3fogal 
Emperors Shah Jahan, Aurangaeb, Shah Alam Babadnr, Jahandar, Far* 
rnk Siyar, S hah Jahan RafiuddanJa, Nika Siyar and Mahammad Shah-'foand 
in a field of a villoge named Vadagaon under Daaada Taluka in Kathfawad. 
A notice of this find wss given in the annual report of tbe Museum 
for the year 1917-1& p. 6. This oolkebion was afterwards permanently 
handed over to tbe Uuseum by tbe Dasada Darhar. Tbe rwbole col* 
lection bad boeu roughty classified by my predeceesorj, bub a careful and 
detailed examination was needed before tbay are iuoluded io the coin cabi- 
net, I have ttow completed it and the revised list is published in Appen* 
dbc A. The importance of the collection can bo easily seen by the perusal 
of the list The typee are very dear. It will be seen that moat of the 
mints have been ropreseuted. 1 am trying to procure tho ooius, the reg¬ 
nal years and mints on which are not represented here. 

There are many coins in this year's lot, (be like of which had never 
existed in the museum,

He haa already prepared *'A abort history of the Watson Muse urn 
of Antiquities*', which will be a pubiicattoii of the KlnsBatn. „ 

Ue baa not yet been able to prepare a catalogue of all the ancient 
oc ina in 'the Mueeum as be wisbea to do. He has^ however, examiued the 
Kabatrapa aud the Gupta coins iu the Museum, and a list of these wilt 
be pubUebed aa soon as practicable. 

The Curator pruposea that out of the seveu hundred rubbings of 
inaoriptloDS from all pacta of Ratbiawar now collected iu the Museutn, * 
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about 200, whioli poasOM some bistorioal inaporUnce, abould be mrefully 
deoipbered and pabUsbed in book form for &be itvters^t of tha publio. The 
work vitlf doubt, be an importaot one. It would, in my opinioo, be a 
valuable addition to Die acenty means we have of sop [dying oonneoted 
linka in the ancieot history of Kathiawar if the seleotion is found worthy 
of the trouble and expenae that would have to be borne in case the pobli* 
cation ie sanctioned by tbe Committee.

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THE CURATOR'8 REPORT 

FOR THE YEAR 1930.21. 


Tours ^Duriuf; thu year t was out in the distnqU for only eighteen, 
days. I first visited Maliya. The 'ihakore isaheb, ifaere, who takes interest 
in anti(}tiitie?. sbowed me hia oolteotion of ancient ouinv, most of which were 
of the Kshatrapae and of the Gujarnths Sultans. Ha has preaarved them 
very carafully. Hie inscriptions wfareh 1 nw there were mostly memorial 
stones and were not of historical importanoe. 

Most of the people of Malia are Slianas. They are of a very turbu¬ 
lent nature and are little amenable to diBciplina. But they aro very brave, 
daring and it ia said failthful elan to those whom they call their friends, 
Thera are Mianas in Kaccha also whose ocoopation ia mostly nf fishing 
end it might be from the word t|R [ a fish ] that they are called by the 
name Hianaa. They profess Muhammedan religton. 

From Miliya I went to Morvi. where 1 saw several gentlorofin 
including the Diwan Saheb, who take some interest in matters of ancient 
btstory^ and requested them to let me know whenever they came acrosa 
an arcient inecriptionj a coin, or any thing of that sorL In the High 
School there I delivered one day a pnbtie lecture on 'The Ancient Hi)t> 

tory of Kntblawad' under the presidentship of the Head Master. 

* 

The present Morvi is a new town, the old one, called Uordhwajpuri 
founded hy Mor'Jelhwa is fiitualed en the eastern bank of the river 
Macchu. In the wars of the fifteenth and sixteenth centuriea it beoatue 
^ waste and the new town became populoua on the other tide of the river. 
There is a very large number of paliss (Memorial stonesj. old and new from 
the I Bib century a. o. at a distance of a mile and a ha If to tbs north of the 
city. The inscriptione on the old ones are mostly worne out j but they 
are tuffioient to let us know that the memorial stouea are of the warriors 
fallen viebime in the oivil wars. 

From Morvi 1 went to Taakauer, the chief town of the second class 
slate, situated io a eoiumanding position in the hills on the Machhu river. 
1 saw the Private Secretary to the Thakur Saheb, and the Head Master 
of the High School, and created some interest in the people for antiquarian 
»aub}ecte, and returned the next day to Rajkot. 
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I tlien h^rd lliftt the articks that vere fortsaily kepi in the Baha- 
darkbanji MufieQtD at JoDagedbe had been removed to Ibe Darbar Hall 
and the Shakkar Bagb and that the Muaeum no longer exieied there. With 
a view to obtain eome of those artidee for onr Moseum I vieltid Jnna- 
gadha three timee. Hot 1 was told at Jaat that the State intended to keep 
the articles for a new Mnaenm which would be opened soon. 

Althongb 1 am of opinion that icatead of having email Mueeuma 
with poor colleetione in different states in thia email provinoe of Kathiawad 
it would 5 m better to etrangthen the central inetitution at Bajkot, which 
was patronised by the States of Eathiawar and is managed by their 
represen bat Ivey, so as to make it an institution worthy of the name, I 
wished that dunagadli should have a well furnished Museum it being one 
of the beat places of aiiiiijuities in India. 1 even wrote in my last year's 
report thus r— 

*' JuDHgadba state, premier in Kathiawad nod full of antiquities of 
a aoperior nature should have n regular Archteological Department of ite 
iiwn, like some other Indian States even less blessed with autiqnilies. Tito 
Department has eufBcient work to do of reviving tl>o Museum and enri¬ 
ching it with exhibits of various kinds which can easily be secured in tlie 
State itself, of publishing together alt the liisorlptloiis in the State, which 
are so many and ao important forth# local history of Eathiawar, if not for 
the history of India, and of preserving the ruined and ancient works of 
wide fijme in the State” 



1 shall be glad to see at least the ertioles of snLiquitiea, which are 
of special interest, re-inatated in a new building with now arrangements, 

'\^pigr(iphy ]—The Watson Museum posseHsea rubbings of about 700 
InscH^ions from ail parts of Kathiawad procnred with great psins by my 
predecessors. Time has now come when they must be carefully decipheicd 
and publiahed and made known to the public. I occupied myself in stu¬ 
dying all these and have selected about 200 which are of Home historical 
importancfl, including those that have bren published by the Bbavnvaar 
State, The rest of the inscriptions are mostly from ‘Palias’- memorial 
stonee-which we find so many in every town and village in Kathmwad- 
recordiog the death of some private individual. The two hundred 
iuscriptlous I have selected are. fronj the earliest tiuies-from the times 
of Aaoka-to the middle of the nineteenth century and limy record 
something more than a more iiamo of a traveller or a deceased person 
1 shall take some months to oomplete my work with these iuscriptbus. 
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Moat of Hie PeraiAO mflcriplions in the proirioM have already been puhlE* 
■bed by the Bhaviiegar State in a wparate vok 



^uniiwMfcw :-We are not so fortunate tbi» year in the 
ocqoUitton of 'ancient coins aa we were last year. Only thirty one 
coins-1 gold, 28 ailver. and 2 copper-have been added to tbe ooio cabinet 
thia year, ( see Appendix A ) One coin out of ihis lot is uncommon. 
It ia of Alamgir, emperor of Delhi SU ooina of this lot are quite new 
to the Moaeum cabinet. A coin of the Toot State is a good addition to 
the many coins of diiibrent atatea in India acquired lest year. 

ZiCittrtJ.'— I delivered , two public leoturfla-one^ as I have stated be- 
tore, on 'Ihe Ancient History of Kathiawad ‘ at Morvi ie the High 
School, under the presidentship of the Head Master and the other on ♦ The 
Ecnoouiio History of AneienC India in the Bhsvnagar Utara here, under 
the pietidentship of Mr. N, D. Kavi u a. the Agency Educational Officer. 

Puth'oufwnS'I have sent an article on *A Marathi Inscription in 
Kathiawar' to the Bharat Itihasa SanwhodhakaMandal^ Poona for being read 
at theit annual gathering. Another erbide on‘An epithet of Samudragupta 
1 heve sent to the Indian Antiquary for publication. *The Dates of the 
Kshatrapa rulers of Suraatra and lualva' and of the rulers of Valabhi 
have been pcbiUhed as « auppleoi8»t ‘his Keport. ^ I hope Bcbolftrs 
will find tbero useful. 1 have examined the Kshatrapa coins and soma 
of the Gupta coins in the Muaeam and 1 hope to publish their list 
in near future. A short history of the Watson Museum is also 


prepared and will also bo a publication of the Muaeunj.

The famotw iojicriptioo of ttudradaman at Jonegedha (Epi. lud, VIU 
p ?6 ) dated ic the year 72 was apfco recent timea the ooly date for hie 
reign.

lory of the Deccan by Prof Dubreuil p, 29 \ It tv, moreover, the earliest 
date in tile Shake era end oonsequeotly tne eerJieat date of the dynasty. 

Another cate where the rnscrlptiona make up for the want of coin., 
even updated, is be discovery of two inacriptiona-onB at Sanchi (Ann 
Rep.

The dAieft fjf the rtiterA i>f V^&tahbi Cjin only be obtained from ibeir 
copfierpiates which are fownd in a Targe number. The coini of 'thia 
djmiaTy ATP rnrely found »nd they nre besides very much debased and 
give no dntee. It is rery Atr»rige that thU powerrul family ruling at Valabhi 
continDouely for a period of two ceniurtee and a bnff should leave behind 
no inscripiiions on sume. An an except inn to khia siHtenient there is found 
at Ankodi rmly one atone inacription, trhicTi is at present Tyin" in the 
IThavnagar Mii^rum. But unfurtunaiety most of it ia broken and □oihinc' 
importniit beyond the njiitie «f Giil-rtsena can be made out from it. No trace 
of a date if at all it existed ta found on it, (Prakrit nr.d Sanskrit Inacriptiona 
of Kathiawnr p. 30').

CEIHERAL REMARKS 

Towfi— It will bo soon from Appendix A that 55 days were spent 
by me on tour during the year under report and that I visited Junagadh, 
Jasdan and some other places in the Jasdan state, Pordandar^ Dwarkaand 
some other places in the Okhamandal Prant, Jamnagar and Bhuj (Cntch,) 

My chief object in going to Bhuj was to take impressions of and ex 
amine personally the very important^! Kshatrapa inscriptions now kept in 
the Fergusson Museum Bhuj, They were discovered by Diwan Bahadur 
Ranchhodbhai Udayaram Dave, formedy Diwan of Cutch State in about 
1S95, who made U known at that time to the then Curator of the Wat 
son Museum, the late Mn Vallabhji Haridatta Acharya. But both of them 
did not mark their special importance, which was first noticed by Prof 
D, R. Bhandarkar, formerly the Superintendent of the Archaeological Sur 
vey Western Circle who visited Cutch and published notes on them in his 
Annual Report for 1905-^. Still the inscriptions were not generally known 
and curiously enough Mr. Rapson, who published his Catalogue of the 
Kshatrapa coins in tpoS and gave in it a complete list of the Kshatrapa 
inscriptions then known, has not noticed them. Mr, D. R, Bhandarkar again 
visited Cutch and gave in his report of 1914-15 more detailed notes on 
them. It was perhaps then that the scholars came to know of them and 
their importance. But the inscriptions have not yet been regularly edited, 
f was naturally eager to do the work myself and I tliought it necessary 
to go to Bhuj.t My notes on these inscriptions w'iti be found in the se 
cond part of my report, 

I wish to suggest, though w'ith some difjdence, a point for the con 
sideration of scholars, which I marked in connection with the Kshatrapa 
inscriptions in Bhuj., I found that the name of the founder of the dynasty 
was spelt as and not The stroke for the vowel STT is clearly 

seen and seems to have been intentionally given to the letter I referretl

Another important point in connection with my Porbandar tour, which 
requires to be remarked is that of the correct reading of an inscription 
there and thereby the discovery of a new and important inscription of the 
Vaghela Emperor V'isaldeva of Anahilvad Fatan of V. 5. 1315, The details 
of this discovery' are also given in the second part. 


As may be seen trom Appendii B I took copies of new inscrip 
lions during this years tour and added them to the long list of copies of 
Kathiawar inscriptions industriously procured by my predecessors. Some of 
these Inscriprions were noticed by me Tor the first time. The full detaUs 
are given in the second part.

7 Two Plates making a complete Valabhi grant ? * 

The first three grants were long published in I.A XII p. 151, hA,Xn 
p i90.hA.lXp 237re3pctively by other scholars. 1 have alredy sent an arti 
dc on the fourth graut to be published m the Annals of the Bhandarkar 
Oriental Institute Poona. 


As regards the fifth plate some remarks are necessary. In I894 the 
stfcoud half of a Valabhi grant of Samvat 21 of was discovered in a village 
called lyaveja near Palitana in Kaihiawad Upon getting its information 
the then Curator of ihe Watson Museum, the late Mr. Vallabhji H, Acba 
rya managed lo acquire it for the Museum. He tried his best to find om 
ih. lirst half but in vain. In I9I8 the Palitana Darbar found two plates 
making up a grant of Gupta Samvat 207 and a third plate, the first of 
an incomplete grant, all of which were sent to the Watsom Aluseum for

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being deciphered. My predecessor, Mr. G. V, Achaiya deciphered them 
and prepared their copies and returned th‘plates to Palitana as was ordered. 
The Paliiana State instead of presenting the plates to the Watson Museum, 
to whose fund it had subscribed and of whose managing com nut tee the 
Palitana State Vakil is a permanent member, presented them to the Prince 
of Wales Museum Bombay, While examining the copy of the first plate left 
by Mr. Acharya and the second plate from [yaveja lying in the Museum 
(5 above) 1 found that both these plates-the second in our Museum and 
the first in the Bombay Museum-make up a complete grant of Dhruva 
sena I of Gupt-Valabhi Samvat 210, Both these plates discovered at differ 
ent times and preser%'ed also in different places are not edited. Fortunately 
now this complete grant can be published and I am doing that wort 
at present. 

The sixth plate noticed above is the first half of a Valabhi grant 
reading upto King Dharasena fV^«[ have not yet been able to trace any 
where its latter half, and must publish it as ir is, hoping that on some 
future occasion the latter Jia!f may be found. An article on both these will 
soon be sent to the Kphtgraphta Indica. 

The last named grant will probably be edited by Dr. V, S, 
Sukthankar. 

2 With a view to prepare an edition containing all the copper plates 
of the rulers of Valabhi I have been working for more than a year. There 
are about 60 copper plate grants of the family so long discovered and 
mostly published in varttms Journals by several scholars. It is only about 

grants that have not yet appeared in a journal but they are go¬ 
ing to be published soon. My manuscript is almost complete and will be 
sent to the Press after the necessary' sanction of the printing charges etc., 
is made by the Managing Committee of the Museum.

Out of the 333 coins one coin is illegible. Two coins are of the Mon 

gul Emperor Shah Alam II^ both of the Regnal year 4®, Hijari year IJI5 
and of the Surat Mint. 

Three coins are of the Mongul Emperor Muhammad Afcbar Il-one 
having the Hijari year 1244, the scond having the Regnal year 3 only and 
the third having the Hijari year 124+

wherein the large number of Archaelc^tcal objects, wbicli 
removed elsewhere from the old building of the Museum, haA-e 
’jntiir preserved with due care, f quote the following from the Annu- 
Administration of the Junagadh State for 1921-22 p, jg, 

‘ The Museum contains rare articles of archaeological interest as 
well as copper plates* and old coins of various descriptions and historical 
importance collected mostly from different mahals and the Uparkot. These 
articles have now* been transferred from the Sakarbag bungalow' to the 
spacious building adjacent to the old palace in the town ( Old Kutcheri 
Hall ), and are in charge 01 an Assistant Curator under the general super¬ 
vision of the Principal, Bahauddin College, The annual expenditure of Rs, 
2329 was sanctioned in the last years budget for the upkeep of this 
department, ** 


Another time I had been to Juttagadh to see which of the copper 
plates of the rulers of Valabhi have boen preserved in the Junagadh Museum 
and to refer to some books which are not in the Watson Museum and 
which contained important inscriptions I specially wanted to study. The 
Junagadh Museum possesses the following Valabhi copper-plates:—

I also purchased from a coin collector there some nice coins o*' the 
Indo-Parthian and Kushan rulers. 


From a friend in Jasdan I got information that a find of 
old silver coins is obtained in a village in the Jasdan State and that the 
coins had bseti kept by the Advisor to the Regent in his office for the 
purpose of deciphering. I at once went to Jasdan to examine the coins and 
if possible to secure the collection for the Watson Museum, Upon a general 
examination I fouad th^ coins to be of the two Gujarat Sultans-Mahmud,

Jasdan claims to be a very old place. W^atson says that it possibly 
derives its name from Swam! Chastana, one of the very earliest of the 
Kshatrapa dynasty.* But the late Mr. Vallabhji Haridatta Acharya of the 
Watson Mitseum differed firom this view and proposed to derive the name 
5n=rapir from the name of a person who may have founded the 

town-t I have, however, to express my dissent to both these derivations: 
Against the first 1 have to say that the name of the town can 

no doubt be philologically derived from the name of the 

founder of the Kshatrapa family of Surastra and Malva. The 
locality of the town was also no doubt important in the Ksha 
trapa times as an inscription of Rudrasena, the son of the great grand¬ 
son oi Chastana of 203 A, D. was found at a short distance from Jasdan.t 
But the mere presenceofan inscription and that too of a distant descendant 
is not sufficint to say that the town was founded the founder of the 
dynasty} for Kshatrpa inscriptions are also found in other places of Kathia- 
wad, if the town was foundad by Chastana it ought to have been of 
much importance, while no such thing appears. The Kshatrapas counted 
Junagadh as the most important palre in ICathiawad .1 am even inclined to 
suppose that Chastana himself did not come to govern Kathiawad. He 
was ruling at Ujjain on behalf of the Kushan emperorsL It was Rudradaman, 
his grandson, that conquered Cutch and Kathiawad and 
appointed his viceroy Fahlava Suvishafcha, at Junagadh, Against 
the second derivation I have to say that there is no evidence- 
epigraphic or traditional for the existence of a man named which 

more suited to be the adjective of a man, I think that the name Jasdan 
of the town was derived from the name Jasaof aKhuman K at hi chieftain. 
For it is worthy of note that Jasa is a very common name with the Kathis 
and Jasadan is the biggest of the Kathi States. Now the word * Dhana ’ 
nT.eans properly or estate in Kathiawad, The tow*n being the estate of a 
Kathi chieftain named Jasa was called Jasadhana. If the connection 0/ tbt= 
name of the town with the Katbis is acknowledged it becomes not a very 
old town. The oldest inscription found in Jasdan is of V. S. 129^, but

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unfortunately it being much worn out it is not known if any name of the 
place was existing there. During the rule of the Ghorls of Junagadh there 
the place was called Ghorigadh, Later on the town fell into the hands of 
the Khumans of Kherdt and was conquered from Jasa Khuman in about 
I665 by Vika Khachar, ..he ancestor of the Khachar Kathis of Jasdan In 
whose possession It has since been. I think it is just probable that the 
town was called Jasdan after this Jasa Kiuman. Any how my point is that • 
the name of the town is not a very old one and is after some Kathi 
chief. I may also propose that the latter part of the name jasdan may be 
after also a common nmue with the Kathis. 

In Jasdan proper I visited a masjid called the Kalu Pir, This was 
no doubt formerly a Hindu temple but wras turned into a luasjid by the 
Muhamedaos most probably during the rule of the Ghoris of Junagaoh, 

In its western wall there is a worn out inscription. When I visited the 
magid it was all plastered with chunam but when I got it removed I 
could see eight inscribed lines in Sanskrit. The date is fortunate¬ 
ly rather clear It is V, S. 1292 Magh vadi 5. A few letters here and 
there can only be read in the rest of the inscription. It seenis to record 
a monthly grant of six drumnvas by a king, (ait ) the first 

part of whose name ts not seen, for the worship of some god. Under the 
present circumstances when the whole of the building has been completely 
transformed into a masjid it is not possible to say to which gcd the temple 
was dedicated. 

I visited several places in and about the Jasdan town—the .Vaghaii 
vav, the Samadhi of Apa Joita, a Kathi Bhagat, the Alat) Sagar, the vill¬ 
age Bakhalvad two miles from Jasdan— but I did not find any inscription 
older than hundred years. Only on the “ pagalas uf Apa Jyita's Samadhi 
f could see an inscription of V S. 1877 recording the name of the Bhagat. 

Ghe/n SomanatA—I next visited the shtine of Somanath, atadisum-eof 
elevan miles to the north east of Jasdan and a mile from the village named 
Piplia. The solitary temple of Somanath is situated in a Very charming 
locality on the eastern bank of the river called Ghela, after which the 
God seems to have been called Chela Somanath to distinguish him from 
Patan Somanth. In a spacious compound enclosed on four sides by a wall 
are two temples of Shiva. The main temple of Somanath is to the north 
of the other which is of Nilakantha Mahadeva. Between these two temples 
there is a small open ground enclosed on the west by a wall which shows 
signs of a masjid. I could not get any satisfactory explanation as to the 
-existence of a masjid in the middle of the two temples. Of the two lem-

pfes the main temple of Somanath seems to have been re^bailt very recent¬ 
ly . No inscription is engraved in it On the door of the other temple of 
Nilakantha, however, are two Gujarati inscriptions, one of V, S. !79S re¬ 
cording that a temple was buiit at the cost of 635 it. by Davagar and the 
other records that in V. S. IS30 magh Sudi 4 Thakor Shri Vakhatsijigji 
had come there to worship Mahadeva ^tnanath, together with hisofiicers, 
the Diwan, ministers and looo horsemen. This visit to Ghela Sonianath by 
the Bhavns^ar Maharaja might have taken place on his w'ay back from 
Jasdan where he had gone to humble Vajsur Khachar, the powerful Kathi 
ruler of the place. 

To the west of the Somanath temple outside the courtyard is a Sait's 
Talla fixed in the ground. It records that Jamani, the wife of Jasa became 
Sati in V.S. 1575. On a hillock, in front of the main temple is built a Satfs 
Deri exactly lacing the God Somanath. '1 he Sati Is said to be Minaldevl, 
the wife oT Ita Kawat the Chudasaman ruler of junagadh. It is said she 
was a devotee of Siva, and all the while thought of nothing but the con 
teinpiation of the God, Hence her cieri was built in front of the Somanath 
temple in such a way that the sati can have the sight of Siva all the time. 
The tradition with the common people goes that at midnight the Sati comes 
to worship the God In person The Deri has an inscription only 2 g years old. 

On the southern side of the river are about lo palias on a mount. 
Only one of them bears a much worn out inscription of V'.S. (17)99. 

next visited the Gadha, sometimes called Hlngol gadha, ele 
van miles to the north east of Jasdan. There is noth inti of Archaeological on 
portance there. The present fortress ( Gadha jwas built only in V, S. 1839 
as an inscription there states. There are a few remains of the old fortress to 
the south just a—little below fhe present one. 

Mnref—At a distance of 12 miles to the north east of Jasdan is a small 
village called Bhoira, which I visited next. It derives its name from a big 
cave { Guj=Bhoiru ) to the south of the village, on a neighbouring hill. 
There are a few palias fixed betw'een the village and the Bhoiru, but they 
are in a bad state of preseiwation. Only a few letters here and there could 
be read on them. On one I could read V. S, ISjj but the person-or rather 
the man, because the picture of a horseman was engraved on it while on 
the palia of a woman the picture of a hand is engraved in a tight angle, 
in w^hose name it was raised could not be read. The tradition goes that there 
* was on the hill a fort in old times which was destroyed by the Chudasama 
ruler Ra Khengar ( 11 ). There is however no trace left to suppose in 
that w'ay. 
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The Cave or Bholru, after whii'h the village is called Bhoiru h car¬ 
ved out in a sma’l hill and faces to the east. The Botad Jasdan Railway™ 
line passes from near it. On the cave is a small house built where a 
Bava lives. The entrance to the cave is about 5 by 3 J ft. The in side of the cave 
seems to have been much filled with earth and is ver\' dirtv. 1 he darkness

ruling in it, it is ati unpleasant task to enter it. When we entered the cave 
we saw a hall about to ft. north to south and 12 (t, east to west. To the 
west of the hall and in front of the main entrance there seems to be anoth¬ 
er entrance perhaps the door of a Garbhagar ( or Nijamandira as they 
call it In Kaihtawad ). But it is buried and w'e could not go further. In 
the ndddle of the hail are two carved out pillars of rough w'orkinanship, 
about 7 ft. high supporting the ceiling. To the north the cave did not 
excend much as ihat part was filled with earth, Btit to the south when 
we turned we saw two more pillars on the east and the othersto its west 
giving us to understand that the cave extended much to the south. But 
it wa.s all darkness, the light could not stand and for want of pure air 
we could not go further, the cave as 1 saw it could not give me any idea 
as to what it was, but 1 think it is an ordinary carved out portion of the 
hill fashioned in the form of a temple. Some of the people who had come 
to show UR the cave said, as is many time.s the case» that the cave exten¬ 
ds as far as the town Jasdan but that the way is buried. Upon my proposal 
to the Deputy Kamadar sahub of the State, who had kindly aocompamed me, 
that the state sheuid better excavate the cave and form its exact idea, he 
said that the state w'ould consider the point. 

my way back to Rajkot from Jasdan I made a halt at 
Sardhar the chief town of a Mahal of the Rajkot state at a distance of 15 
miles from Rajkot on the Rtijkot Bhavnagar road. The towm js surrounded 
by a strong wall. There is a very fine and large tank at a short distance 
from it. To the south of the town oui-side the trail there are some palias 
but they are of very modern times. On two Of V S, 1769-Sutli 8, Satur¬ 
day I could read the name of Valaji Ghavalamana ^?) No inscriptions of old¬ 
er dates oouid be found. Sardhar however claims some antiquity. In the 
Kathiawad Volume of the Bombay Gazetteer (p. 649 ) the following is 
stated : — 


Sardhar is said to have been a conquest of Lakha Phulani, but this 
is merely a tradition. It was certainly held by the Vaghelas, for many 
years and was :n their possession at the time of . 4 kbar, Sardhar is being 
described in the Ain-i-.^kbari as being a possession of the Vaghelas, But 
it mas conquered from them by the Mubammedans who pl^ed a strong 
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Thana iher . Aftervvards, the Khacher Kathis of Bhadia on the dissolution 
of the empire coiKjuered the town but were unable to retain it and they 
were forced to yield it tp Thakor Raiimaljiof Rajkot. Sardhar has been since 
then in the possession of the Thakor of Rajkot. 

PorhaMdar—\ leii Rajkot On 16 - 11-31 for Porbandar or Sudampuri 
as the, Hindu pilgrinis would better call it. ft has been the Jethwa capital 
since only the last 150 yeara \et there are some important .Archaeologi¬ 
cal remains In the ciiy as there are in the adjourning parts of it. 

The earliest inscription found in Porbandar is of V. S 1315. It is on 
a thin slab of stone at present lying in the shop of a cojifecetloner caHet) 
Dahya Ivandoi in the Mitbi Mandvi. It is there lor many years and t o 
body knows from where it was brought there. The inscrjljed ptjrtion has 
pitiably suffered nmch and cannot be dearly read. Mr. Jaikrishim Intlraji, 
a famous Botanist, and the retired forest officer of Porbandar and the late 
Mr. V, H, Acharya read a few letters here^ and there aTid tiiougbt its date 
to by Mr. G, V. Aebarja in his annual report for 1910—ii p. 39 

remarked that the date of the inscription might be 1315 or 1+15, and read 
the inscription as belonging to a king called Vtkramasinha, By constant 
application to the inscription, I hav'e. however, found tliat the inscription 
is very important and belongs to the Chaulukj-a Vaghela Sovereign V^isd 
deva and. that it Is dated V. S. 1315- ^Ve have only one more inscription 
, of the sovereign—a copperplate grant from Kadi in Gujarat, dated V'. S. 

131; and published by Dr. Buhler In Indian .Anii<juary VoL VI p. 210, 
The present mscripiion coming fro n the vveaternmoat part of his empire makes 
a valuable addition. The stone ha.s above the inscribed portion the picture 
of a cow with her calf beauti.ully engrav^sl. The inscripii m as f have just 
* said cannot be fully read but it seems to record possibly the grant of some 

land together with the gift of a cow (L e. during the reign 

of Panchas headed by ? ot'er the province of Saurastra when Visaldeva 
was ruling at .Anhilvad and Xagad was conducting all the affairs o; the 
state as his prime minister. This Magada is the same as that meivdoned 
in the Kadi plates and in the Kodinar Prashastis of the poet Kanaka 
( I. A. XI p* iOo).That he was a Nagarby caste is known from the letter 
as w’ell as from Harshagani, the author of the Vastupdacharit. 

Another inscriplionj which was not noticed before by any body is dated 
^ V. S. 1329. It Is on a yellow stone pedestal of an iWge in the south 
east corner of the stone caf\'ed staircase leading down to the Kedarkund 
in front of the Kedareshwar temple. In the place of the Inscription there 
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IS a little darkness and so it is not easily seen- The whole place is natur¬ 
ally very damp and as a result of that a larger part of the inscription and the 
Tmage are pacled off and nothing beyond wmi in the first 

line can be seen. In a few years even these letters are bound to disappear 
If no precaution is taken. Even these few words are of very much impor¬ 
tance- as from them we can say that the Kedareshwar lemple In front of 
which the Kedarkund is carved in must be at least as old as this inscrip¬ 
tion, \o other old inscription is seen there. The One fised in the wall of 
the temple and facing to the east is quite a new one -of Sm* IS94— and 
records that the temple was repaired by Bai Shri Kupalibai mother of the 
late Rana Shri Vjkaiuatji. 

There are two other old temples -possibly older than the one just 
described, of much Archaeological importauce. One is called the Surya tem¬ 
ple;. There is much Darkness in this Sun temple. It is wholly built of 
stone There is no old inscription in it. It must be I think of the Chautu- 
kyan period, • 

There is the other temple of GopalalaJ as old ^the Sun tempTe^Just 
adjoining it. Curiously enough Dr. Burgess or Mr Cousens does not mention 
this temple though they have, referred to some other comparatively mode¬ 
rn temples. The reason is perhaps that theGopalalal temple is w-holly trans 
loriaecl into a pri^'ate dwelling- Though it is adji ining the Surya temple 
the way to it lies from another lane of the city and through a private 
house. There U a wall between! the two temples The temple is in a very 
bad condition. The tradition goes that it was destroyed hy -Allauddin 
Khilji before he went to Bileshwar to destroy the Mahadeva temple there. 
The shlkhar is destroyed. There are lying here and there stones of the tem¬ 
ple which have been used by the Pujafi for building his Private dwelling, 
which touches the main part of th? temple. There is no image in the 
i jmpele the being partly closed by a permanent wall. Some brass 

images are ktpt at the entrance of the Nijaniandir. The Sabhamandapa 
is very spacious having on its ceiling very beautifully designed specimens 
of architecture mostly in a ruinous condition. The southern part of the 
space for Pradakshina is permanently closed W'iih broken furniture etc, of 
the Pujari, A portion of the back part of the temple is only accordingly 
seen on the northern part. The outward part of the ten>ple has a northern 
and a western nich containing broken but fine images. The Pujari or rather 
the owner of the temple is a young Nagar Brahmana who showed me a * 
copperplate in his possession of V, S, 175^ Gujratj recording some coit- 
cessions to Bhat Raghava Somaji by order of the Maharana Shri ShultanjL 
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He coiJd show me no other record or giV3 me any important inAjnnation as 
regards the temple. I wish some experienced archaeologist v’^islt the temple 
and report to the Darbar for its conservation. 

The temples of Lankcshwar and Dudheshwar built of stone in the 
north of the city seem to be very old but no inscription Is found there. 

In a small temple of Fadmini Mata of the Kharwa community of 
Porbandar is fixed in the south west corner a slab of sio i'* beariiig Sans¬ 
krit inHcfiption of V, S. I334, Ashwli Shudi 14, tTnfortunately a larg * 
portion of the inscription in the south west corner has been petdcid i>tV and 
the lower portion of the inscription cannot be clearly read. From what 
remains we see names of some state ofucers constituting a Fanchakula 1 he name 
Pailia there is very important- He is most probably the satne t\ilha of thr 
Amarana inscription of V. S. 133who was appoints! viceroy 
Saurastra by Sarangdeva VagheJa, Sarangdeva, is not [lumtiuiied in this 
inscription laough it is of his time, 

In Hofi Chakla in the courtyard of the house of Adhraru Cihelaram 
Premsagar Kavi is a small Deri containing a pabo cf V, Kartik 

Sudi 3 recording the death of Adhyaru Someshwar, the Rajgar. Adhyani 
is the corruption of Adhvaryu and Rajgar of Rajaguru. He was the ances- 

•i 

tor of the present family of the pripsts to the lianashilteb of Porbandar. 

A beautifully etigarved inscription on a block stone Is lying near thi' 
water cistern in the Darbargadha recording in Slines of Sansknt-('.u1arati, 
that in V. 5 ISgd { the tank called ) Bhojsara was dug to the east of 
the Sudampuri by Rupaliba. who is mentimied in the Ktniareshwar teiupk' 
inscription of V, S. 1S94. 

Outside the city to the north of tlie railway station is an archaeolo- 
gically important place caled that of the Pomv Mata. Pandit Jaikrishna In* 
draji the famous Botanist of Porbandar w'as kind enough to accompany 
me and show rue the place. The reason why the Mata ( godess 1 was 
caletl Porava was exf^ained to me by him thus -The Gujarati word 
means to ford Before the Jubilee bridge was constructed the people would 
go to Porbandar by fording the water of the sea at the Porav Mata's place. 
Even now cattle from Porbandar going ta the Jungles rord fioni there. 
The Mata's temple facing to the north is now wholly fallen down. It seems 
*to have fallen down very recently. What a sad thing it is that our peoplu 
even now do not see the value of preserving ancient and important obje¬ 
cts. The stones used for the temple are very large and beautifully engrave J. 
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i here are ripe images oJ Mairakas and one of dancing Ganpar) kept in an 
endosure to the north-east of the ruins of the temple. They must have 
been formerly in the temple hut seem to have been fortunately removed 
when n was thought the temple would no longer stand. Though these 
images are not in a fair condition what remains with the goddesses and 
their Vahinuat js sufficient to show that they are interesting specimens 
of old sculpture 1 wish the State would remove these images as well as 
other interesting inscriptions like chat of Visaladeva. to the rooms of the 
State Library or allow the Watson Museum to take them to Rajkot. Suchf 
images of Matrakas are rarely seen in Kathiawad, There is a palio in a 
smail shrine in front of the ruins of the temple, recording the death of 
Paramar Palhana Rudradas ( > ) in V, S. 1591. 

Porbandar is famous for its white stone, and various specimens of 
stone found in the State have been kept in the upper storey of the State 
Library. 'Phe Botanical collection ma^le by Pandit Jaikrishna IndraJI, from 
the Stare, especially from the Barda hills can also be seen there. In the 
Agricultural and Industrial Eahibiilon held recently in Rajkot these were 
shown together with many other fine ones including the coffee from the 
Barda hilla The Dheds of Porbandar are-very skilful! weavers as may be 
seen from the only fact that they won medals in the Exhibition, 

OKH VANDAL 

I sailwl to Dwarka on I had expected to discover 

in Dwarka and the rest of the Okhamandal Prant many importam inscrlp- 
iions etc. as the province is not much visited by Archaeologists. Burgess 
and Cousens have not a line for Dwarka or the Ohhamandal in thcir°an- 
tiquities of Kathiawad. The reason why Archaeologists verj- rarely visit 
the Pram is more probably because it does not posses.s important antiqnj. 
lies than because it is a troublesome task to travel in it. Except for the 
big andloiiy temple ojr Ranachhodrai, at Dviarka where thousands of Hindu 
pilgrims go every year n has not much importance Okhamandal, as it 
sometimes means- (Okha=bad and Mandal=coun.ry) is an extremely uuplea 
stmt tract oi land devoid of fertif.* lieids, iTourishing villages, and beauti¬ 
ful rivulets. It has been maUe more unpleasant and barren by theVagheras, 
a brave but turbulent and lawless tribe who know nothing of refined wayn 
of life and except ihe Mianas of Jlalia the like will not be round through¬ 
out Katbia-Aad. From the earliest times to the present day this Prant is 
mostly inhaljjted by such people. It is no wonder thus that no important 
objects of Archaeological interest are found there. Though there is no natural 
boundry to sjperate Okhamandal from the rest of the Kathiawad peninsula * 
it has always b.en considered more or leas like a seperate province which, 
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has very little to do with the rest of Kathtaw'ail The Railvi'ay which is 
being constructed to the northern-most point of the Okhamandal from 
Jamnagar will, I think, rapidly remove tiiis atloo:ness of this smalt province. 

Very little Is accordingly known of the early history of Okhamandai, 
^'Indeed jt is so encrusted with ludicrous legends and misty tradition that 
any attempt to dispel the historical darkness of the land by separating truth 
from fiction, and thus concentrating a iW feeble rays of light on its pri 
meval state, is almost a fruitless task.x’ Leaving aside the Pauranik account 
of Krishna and Yadavas and the jumble of bardic legends there is no im¬ 
portant historical material found in the province except the Kshatrapa 
stelae* and the Dhinki copperplatcs.f Two copperplate grants-nne of V. S. 
941 and the other of Yudhisthira Smavat 3663 are in the possession of 
the Shankarachai^'aofSharadaMathaai Dwarka. But there is a very strong 
doubt as regards their reliability. They are described by the late Mr, H. H. 
Dhruva in his book esuitted ‘ Baroda State Delegate at the VI II inter¬ 
national Congress of Orientalists held at Stockholm a *d GhristianiaL* A few 
inscriptions have been discovered in the province but they are by the 
inclematicies of the sea weather mostly worn out and cannot be read. 
They are besides more or less of modem times. 

Dwarka or Okhamandal is very rarely mentioned in epigraphic 
material found elsewhere or in other historical documents. The Pditana 
plates of the Garulaka king Simhaditya of Gupta Samvat 255 ( A.D. 574) 
mention that his father Varahadas if had defea:ed the ruler of Dwarka 
but very unfortunately the name of the Dwarka king even Is not 
recorded.^ This is as far as my knowledge goes the earliest epigraphic mention 
of Dwarka and its king. From the Muhamiaedan tiiuis i. e. from the six¬ 
teenth century A, D. Okhamandal is sometimes mentioned in other recoixla. 
‘Okhagir was a district of the Sorath Sarkar | 

‘ Duvir^.T—Dwarka is famous for its possessing the most celebrated 
temple of Shrt Krishna, called also Ranchhotlrai, who after his seventeenth 
battle with Jarasandha fled trom Maihunt, arrived with his army of 
Yadavas at Okhamandal, conquered at! the western part of the Knihiatt'ad

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paninsula and declared hiniself king at Dwarka. Tradition goes that Vajra- 
nabhaj his great grandsoni built the present famous temple* of Ranchhod- 
raj somestimes called -<rwiw«r meaning the handsomest temple in 

the three worlds, and also sfrij^ ( or J meaning the one temple 

UT the earth. The temple is no doubt a '’ery grand and lofty one visible 
irom a verj^ long distance—~from about ao miles in a steamer. Hast to 
west it is iibout 90 ft. and north to south about 70 ft. Its height, they say, 
is about 150 It. I think, however, that it is about 100 ft. It has Hve storeys. 
On the fourth storey there is an unfonvied image of a goddess, thickly 
plastered with ‘Sindur* ^nd called Shakti Mata. On the fifth storey is a 
dom called *Ladva Deheru;* the way to it is by a stone ladder. On this 
dom, there is a stone pillav called 'Diva dandi,’ where there is a huge 
ilag fluttering all the while. When at the wish of a pilgrim a new flag re* 
placing the old one is to be raised a big lamp is lighted on the Diva 
Dandi, at night, 1 he topmost part of the Shikhar is made of silver and 
gilted with gold. From the top the view around is simply undescribable. 
On some pillars'just in front of the Nijamandir are engraved inscriptions 
of V, 3 . 160T, i6gi and 1675 recording simply the names of certain pil¬ 
grims. The Ntjamandtr faces to the west. The image of Krishna, or of 
Ranchhodrai as it is locally called, is of black marble about 254? ft high. The 
image popularly called of Krishna i.e^^vVishnu is technically of Trlvikrama, 
iis it has Shankha, Chakra, Gada and Paidma, in its lower left hand, upper 
lelt hand, upper right hand and lower right hand respectively as prescribed 
i.i I he Hindu science of Iconography.H In fact in all the temples popularly 
called as dedicated to Vishnu or Krisljpia, his eighth incarnation, in Dwarka 
or Bel as also elsewhere I found the images to be scientifically of Trivikr- 
ama, one of the twentyfour names of Vishnu. There is not a single im- 
age strictly 0/ Vishnu or of Shri Krishna i,e. Shankha, Chakra, Gada, and 
Padma, being in the upper left hand, lower left hand, lower right hand and 
upper right hand respectively in the case of Vishnu's image and in the 
lower right hand, lower left hand, upper right hand and upper left hand 
respectively in the case of Shn Krishna’s image § 

Because of the destiaiciive action of the elements at Dwarka by which 
every article there, he i: of metal. wockI or even of stone, is very soon

In the courtyard where the temple of Ratichhodrai stands lltere are 
also other temples, the imporiant Of which are the following. The tempie of 
Devafci the mother of Shri Krishna, is just in front of the main temple. On 
pillars Of this temple can be seen traces of some worn out inscriptions. In 
one I could see only the Samvat 16S0. In the pradakshimi rooms of this 
temple there aie »n the niches broken images of Narasimhavatar, Mahtsha- 
sur-mardini etc. of fine workmanaltip. There is a Ikmgah inscription m th*: 
floor. The way of inscribing it is uncommon and hence I give it below:^ 
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To the south-west of th;: main temple there is one of Madhavrau On 
both the sides 0/ the stone door there are engraved pictures of liuman 
paws numbering about twenty. Below these are worn out inscriptions. 
Ju.st in front of this temple there is another facing to the west. It is of 
Trikamrai. The image of Trikamrai as also of Madhavarai is like that of 
Kanchhodral. In the north-we.st corner of this temple there are images 
of Ganapati and Saraswatt. On the pedestal of the latter are engraved tut, 

lines the Hrst of which clearly reads # ^ ^ ^ 

second is mostly covered with cement. On the floor paved unth stone bet¬ 
ween the main temple and these two temples there are many inscriptions 
in modern characters; but being constantly rubbed by the pilgrims’ feet 
;ind also becuse of the bad sandy stone nothing can be made out of them. 
In the compound there are also the temples of Kalyanrai, Parashottamrai, 
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AmbaJJf Dauatravcij Laxmi NarayaHi Kusheshwar Mahntleva and of the 
I’attaranis of Rancbhodrai- jambuvaii, Radha, Laxmi and Saiyabhama—In 
the inside of Shri ShankarachaTya’s Matha behind the main tensple there 
js a loose slab of Siind stone bearing a Gujarati inscription in eight lines 
recording the passing away ol the Shankaracharya Shri Hayagrivanand 
Saraswati in the bright half of Shravana of V.$, 1875, Another pi^e ol 
stone lying there bears a worn out inscription on which the words 

can how'ever be read. The Shankaracharya was out of 
Dwarka when I had been there and unlonunaiely f could not see there-^ 
fore the two cotterplates noted above by me as also other historical 
material with him. 

When we go out of the courtyard towards the Gomati river, to the 
suuth by the southern door, called Moksha Bari- the northern door called 
the Svarga Bari is the main entrance to tlie temple from the town— we 
come across several temples which look older than they actually are and 
palias mostly worn out and sometimes bearing dates in the last two cen¬ 
turies. The most important of these temples is the one of Sangam Nara- 
yana, just at the place w'here the Goniaii falls Into the sea, and hence 
named accordingly. 

As is always the case with sacred places in India there are in 
Dw’arka ntany more temples, Kundas, wells etc, named after various gods 
most of which are of no archaeological interest, The Chakra Tirtha and the 
temple 0/ Chakra Narayana are of very ancient fame like the main temple. 
One is suppoaetl to get Moksha if one’s corpse is burnt .here. The bones if 
thrown into the Tirtha are supposed to take the form ofa Chakra, For some 
description of this readers would bower ;see Indian Antit^uary Vol XVf p.S4ff, 
A temple of great archaeological interest is that of Rukmini, the wife of 
Shri Krishna, situated at a short distance to the north-west of the town. It 
stands on a spacious platform about five feet high from the ground. It 
faces to the went, 'i'he way to it is' by a stone staircase to the south. The 
Xijamandir contains a small Image of Rukmini, the Mandapa about io*i 3 
ft, has nothing particularly interesting, but from the outside the temple 
is very finely engraved with human figures etc, tn fact this is the only 
temple through out Okhamandal the old and excellent architecture of 
which is niore or less still ^ti tact. In front of this tample is on the same 
platforrji a porch supported by four massive pillars which is said to be the 
Mandavo where thi marriage of Krishna tvlih Rukmini look place. 

The most important and I may say the most ancient object o* 
Archaeological interest In Dwarka is the stone pillar inscription, or 
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sepulchral stela (cf faff T s fe in tine 3) of 200 A.L). ot the time Oi the M.K. 
Snami Rudrasena. It ^vas originatiy found on the banhii Oi a lar^e laruv ai 
Mulvasar, a village at a distance of lO mites to the east 01 Dwarka. It in 
now fixed in the ground near tln^ library. 1 he stone i-nrars one line inscribtjd 
horizontally and tour lines beIo\v it inscribed perpendicularly, t he single 
line contains the word 'Vanijakasya’ oniyj meaning ‘ol V^aiiijaka’ while the four , 
lines record that the stone pillar was established by the son of Vanijaka on 
the fifth day of the dark half of V’aishakha in the year 122 of the king 
^fahakshatrapa Swami Rudrasena The latter part oi the (butth line is rot 
clear. The second word in the third line was not correctly read before and 
hence Rapson in his Catalogue of .Andhra and Kshutrapa coins p Ixii 
was retjuired to say that the purport of the inscription was uncertain, fho 
editor of the Bbavnagar Trachina Shodha Sangraha part 1 p. 52 thought that 
the object of the inscription was the making ot a tankj probably Hecause 
it was found near a tank. But I can say that the third line of the inscrip¬ 
tion contains the word which can clearly be read and hence the 

object of the inscription is quite certain. Such Laslis or \asiis-asilie word 
is also found in the Bhuj inscriptions referred to b-Iow-were it seems frequently 
raised during the Kshatrapa times. Two points are to be marked with 
regard to this inscription. Generally tn Kshatrapa ins.'nptions the full geneo- 
Jogy is given. But here it is altogether wanting. Secondly Rudrasena I to 
whom the date 122 belotigs-tlie date is dearjy 122-Jiever bears the epithet 
Swami in any of his coins, so it is unusiuil in the present case. 

Seth Purushottam V'^ishram Mavji J, P, whose interest in historical 
matters is too well know'n is an inhabitant o* UwarAa. He Has made in 
his house there, a very nice collection of objects of Ci>oIogica] and Arch¬ 
aeological interest. 


rdsii—This is now an insignificant village at a distance of 5 mlliis 
to the North of Dwarka, But it wasb ancient times a very populous and 
prosperous trade centre of Okhim^ndaL Traiition goes that it was founded 
by Kanakasena, the Chavda ruler of Okhamanda] and was called Kanak^i 
puri after him. There arc ruins of an old temple said to be of Kanakeshwar 
Mahadeva facing to the east in the western part of the village. The big 
stones of the Sabhamamkpa are lying here and there in the compound. 
When we enter by the main door-of the tamplewecome in a small room 
all built of stone. There ts another door and inside is the Nijamandir. There 
is a raised platform, or Simhasana in it. No image is seen on it. But it is 
certain from the presence of the Simhasana tJiat it was not a Shiva temple 
is popularly suppos^^^. It may have been formerly a Jain temple though 
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5 t b IHJL uniSfcdy thai ii was of Krishna or Rama. For there are 00 proof j 
10 suppose whether it was Brahmanlcal or Jain. The temple shows no de^ 
tails or architecture. Among the loose stones in the compound there is one 
in the south-'east corner bearing a worn out inscription in nine lines. It 
IS iinpc&iible to make out anything Irom that. I'he beginning of it can pro¬ 
bably be read thijs-^w?f 

There are ruins of another temple to the east of the town said to be 
Of a Jain temple also built by Kanaksena, This temple facing to the we&i 
is no doubt .a Jain one as can be seen from the broken sculptures in thti 
outer part of the main entrance as well as in the remaining part of the temple. 
Most of the temple- which must have be in a very large one^ is fallen down 
except the main part. No Shinhar however is to be seen. The big slabh 
of stone forming the dom are in such a precarious condition that they may 
fall down at any time. The inside of the dom is very exquisitely engraved 
and one cannot but think, that the temple in its original condition must 
have been a >*ery fine specimen of ancient architecture mMt probably of 
the late Chaulukyan period. I searched for an inscription in the ruins bui 
could not find any. As far as I know this temple is the only remaining evi¬ 
dence to show tluit Jainism was also existing side by side with BrahmanifjH- 
in Okhamandal. There are a few* houses of Jains at Aramada, but no Jain 
Derasar is seen in the Prani. There were it is said some Jain temples 
in the Bet but now not even their ruins are to be seen there. I found a 
Jain image In a Devi’s temple but nobody knows from where it was brought. 
It must have been from one of the former Derasars. Corisidering these points 
it will be seen how important these ruins of the Jain temple at Vasai 
are. Efforts must soon be made to preserve them. The ruin of the temple 
was hastetted by the turbulent Vaghers who whenever pursued by the Brit¬ 
ish and the Caekwar armies took to the temple which had ■ uffered in the 
attempt to drive them out. Similarly the presentation of the ruins of the temple 
is likley to be put oii for the same reason.* I wish, however, that the 
the Baroda Government will take the necessary precautions not to alloift 
at]east the standing part of the temple to collapse. Behind the temple there 
is a large and tilJ well much of which is now filled with (sarth and tangled 
brush wood. Ai a .'short distance to the north-east of the village there

This is a village miles to the east of Dwarka* There are 
ruins of a large temple of simple architecture and said to be of Rama. 

On a pillar of the Nijainandir only the wonl meaning the 

architect, Gopal, in modern cltaractcrs can be seen. In front of this temple 
is another temple facing to the cast. It is said to be consecrated to La?(mana« 
Usually we find the temple of Rama containing also the image of Laxmana. 
but in this village there are two sepemte temples of Rama and Laxmana, 
Unfortunately they arc mostly ruined. There are no imagis to be seen. 

In the Mijamandir of Laxman's temple there is a Gujarati inscription in 
five lines recording that one Dambdar an inhabitant of Navatiagar built 
the temple of Laxman in Samvat 16 [j}5]. Two furlongs to the west of 
this temple is tt solitary temple on a hillcic consecrated to Harasodbi Mata, 

It seems to be rebuilt vety recently, 

Gn’itijti — This village is eight miles to the north-cast of Dwarka, 
There is nothing beyond the old wall round the village that is worth 
mention. On the sea-shore to the south of the village is a place called 
Sitakund. The Kathiawar Gazettcr p. 588 says that it was' formerly the 
capital of a Syrian warrior, called Sukkur Belim, who had invaded and con,' 
quered Okhamandai in old times as the tradition goes. The village was 

• then called Ghajni. 

rniYiMwIa—This is a beautiful and rich village about three miles to 
the north of Dwarka, It has some wells of sweet water, beautiful gardens, 
fertile fields, large houses of rich merchanis who make money in Bombay, , 
and some nuivly built temples. In the dull barren trackt of Okhamandai 
this village is like a paradise. But there are no objects of antiquarbn 
interest, 

iuid jlfniuflpK}-—On the way to Aramada from Varaw-ala 1 
stopped for some hours at Mojapa and Makanpur-two very small and mn 
interesting villages where I did not find any useful object, 

.lriu«a'fn—This Is the northernmost village of Okhamandai. Arapiada 
now a small village w'asformerly an important tow'n in the province it being 
ihe capital of the V^adhda Ran;ts, a representative of whose line still lives 
there in the old palace sinking to decay, as a pensioner of the Caekwar. 
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Outside tile village to the south' isaTery large number of palias or menio- 
rLul stones fixed on small platforms. About eight of these bear the samv 
^late-Sair.vat I624 eleventh day of the bright half of Bhadrapada- and rv 
eoyd the deaths of different soldiers in the fight, Thai It was a sea fight 
can be seen from the pictures engraved on the pctlias of boats and the sol 
diets therein striking one another with swords. The Rannsaheb of Aramada 
said that they were the palias of his forefathers and their soldiers. It is 
not known with whom the fight was going on. Then again there are two 
palias bearing Samvat I776 one AsaJha Vjidi 9 and the other Maha Vadi 
t3,r cording the dcathsof two Rtinas whose names are not dear. Near the 
palace is a temple of Muralidhar ow'oed by Bipa Bhagnt, On ilu* wall of 
a Barot’s Deli near it arc two inscriptions with the same contents that the 
charana*^ Dell was repaired in Sfiinvat t86o by BhojaraJ the son of Kunvar 
Shri Mariamji. There is in the vill^e an old temple of .Nilakantha Maha- 
deva of simple architecture which wa^ repaired by Ashubha the queen of Jam 
jasa in Samvat 1857. It is said that its shikhar was broken by Mahammstd 
Begada when he had invaded Okbaiiiandal, There is also a temfle oi 
Mahishasuramardini. The image undoubtedly a v ery [ilce sculpture is said 
to have been found quite in tact while digging near a larwe Iranian tree 
the site of which is shown nearby, 'fho most interesting place for which 
.Aramada will ever remain famous is the Banjor Bir. There arc in a court¬ 
yard stJi Muhsmmedan tombs* five of which are about seventy feet long 
and the sixth about h.ilf as mneh. It is said that the former belon^r to 
five brothers and the latter to their sister. In breadth the tomf>s are like ordi¬ 
nary Muharr.medan tombs but in length they are no doubt extraordinary. 
I have never seen so long tombs. It is also said that they are of warrior^ 
who had come from .Assyria and had conquered OkhamandaL Unfortunately 
we can get no more information of these Assyrian brothers -'ind their 
* sister. Upon the door to the enclosure where the six tombs are built there 
ts a stone inscription fjstxl w*ith its inscribed face downwards. But the tn- 
scriptiun though it seems to be in Devanagarl and probably in sanskrk can 
not be deciphered with any sort of trouble.

now SJifinkha Xarnyan temple built to the south of the old ftiic wbicJj is 
regularly visitcil by the pilgrims though its importance is less ilian that 
the Ranch)u>drai. The tradition goes that the image of Shankha Xarayan 
in this temple was established by one Shiva Sangana in S. inoj. It 
seems to have been specially patronised by the Ra™ of Cutch from old times 
to the prcfo.nt ckiy. For an inscription there tells us that it was repaired 
in V,S. 1774 by Maharao Pragji, the king of Cutch. It was sgaiu reiiaircd 

in V, S, 1853 by the king of the same line. It w'as once more repair&.l 

by the mother of the Maharao of Cutch iu V'.S. 19^7. In front of this tern' 
pic there is an enclosure containing several large and beautifully carved palias 
one of which speaks that Rana Akherjajk son of Rann SangritinjE died in V*.S, 
lyao Bhadarava Sud 1 .

The pujari does not know that it is a Jain 
image. No body know's from where or when it was brought there. , 

There are threfe Palias almost buried in the northern room of the 
Laxmi's Vakhar, One of them which is more visible above the ground is a very 
finely engraved memoriaJ stone having the sculpture of a king riding on a 
horse and with a sword in bis raised right hand. The saddle, the reins 
and the ornaments of the horse are very exqusitely caned, behind the 
king iV standing a servant bearing an umbrella over the king's h-ad The 
inscription below m four lines records the death of Rana (Shri 7) Bhimajt 
on the fifth day of the bright half of Jetha In the year of Samvat 1758, 
A newly married couple in the Rana's family has to come to this place 
and offer homage to the palia. 

There arc various old places of Dhlngeshwar Mahadcva, Nilaknnthii 
Mahadeva etc. in the southern part of the island but all of them have 
been newly repaired and contain quite mo^lern inscriptions. 

In the northern pin of the Beyt there is an old tank called Juni Shankha 
Talava. The tank fornterly bulk all around with excellent steps has itow no 
water and is not generally visited by people.There is an inscription mosily worn 
out bearing the Samvat 170c. The name can be read in the third 

line. On the northernmost point of the island there is .a Shiva temple and a 
musjid of Hazi Karatnani, In the ea-^ern part of the island there is ait old 
place called Hanuman Dandi where it is said sages would practise penance. 

(topi — On my way back to l>w,irka front the Bcyt I halted for a 
day at Gopi, a snuil] village, having a beautiful tank from the bottom of 
w'hich the pilgrims pick up the Gopt Ch.nndan, There are a few temples to 
the north and south of the lank hut they are not of particular Importance. 

—This village as the name denotes is famous for a very 
old and underground temple of Shiva called Nagosbvvar to the oast of the 
village on the banks of a small tank. The temple of siniple architecture 
faces to the w'est. No inscription is foutid here. 

DAmi'fnrri—This small villags consisting of almut fifty housjs has 
half the population of the Muhammedans. It was in old timisa big village. 
To the south east of the village there are rains of a large temple said to 
be of K.ilika Mata. The Sabhamandapa is mostly broken. Yet its (tnur 
pillar,s are still standing. Each pilktr made of one stone is 7 ft. high a 7 i 
measures 4]^ ft. ia circumference. In the Nijamandir or Garhhagar there 
is a very beautifull image of a goddess broken in three parts. Th;re is 
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near it the upper half of another 01 a goddess also excellently made. 

It is strange that even these pieces are still allowed to remain there. T wish the 
Baroda Government would better remove them to Dwarka and keep them 
in the Hbrarj’. The doni over tlie Ntjamandir though broken in some places 
is sril standing, At a mile’s distance to the east of this temple there are 
rtiins of a Shiva temple. Tt is not known who had destroyed these temples 

There are still some villages left to he visited in Okhamandal to make 
the regular Archeological Survey of the Prant complete. This work will 
be done on some future occassion. I think it my duty to acknowledge the 
kindness of Mr.Korde, the Vahiwatdar and Mr.Joshi, the Munsiffor Dwarka 
who gave me many facilities in my tour in ()kama;tda]. 

JiitHUtiffiif -—On 15 th, December I left Rajkot for Jamnagar which is 
sometimes called Navanagar. The town as its other name shows is not 
a very old one. It was founded by Jam Raval, the founder of the royal 
family in V.S, 1596 {A.C. 1540). There are accordingly no very Important 
objects of Archfeological importance in the town. The Jain Derasars, 
however, though many times repaired are rather old. One of them called 
Shethvalu .Adishwaranu Derasar has a Sanskrit inscription the puqxirt of 
which runs as fuUows: In V.S. 1633 during the regime of Shri Hiravijaya 
Suri and the Jam Shatrasalya. Raviaagargani built in J^avinanagar the temple. 

It suffered afterwards at the hands of the troops sent by .Akbar ( ! ) 

( rVI r t ) Then in the regime of 

Vijaysena Suri of the line of Hiravij.ayin S. 1651 Bhanasalb Anand, 
Abaji, Jivaraj etc. rebuilt the temple at tb.; cost of Rs, 31000, 

Now we can imagine the occasion when Akbars troops destroyed the 
Jain Derasars. It must have been in A. C. 1591 (V.S 1648) when a very 
' severe battle was fought between the Mogul troops which had pursued 
Muzafar the Sultan of Ahmedabad into Kathiawad and the combined armies 
of the Gujarat Sultan, Jam Satrusalya of Navanagar, Daulatshan Ghori, 
the ruler of Junagadha and l.oma Khuman of Kherdi at a place called 
Bhuchar Mori near Dhrol in which the latter were totally defeated with 
very great loss to Navanagar, the Jam losing in the fight his son Ajoji and 
hts minister Jasa Ladaka. 'I’he city of Navanagar was then pillaged by the 
Mogul troops uuder Khan Azam, Akbar's viceroy,^ 

In the Dera of Vardhaman Shah there Is very long inscription on a 
white marble fixed in the left hand wall at the entrance. It contains 37 
lines and slates that in V, S. 1676 the temple of ,Shantinath was built t 
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and a set of 501 images of Shantinath and others established therein 
by the tvfo min Liters Vardhaman and Fadmasimha with the advlct^ of 
Kalyansagar Sort in Navanagar during the reign of Jam Jasvantsinhaji, son 
oi Shatrushalyji. Another set was established in Samvat I673* The Prasbasti 
was written by Saubhagyasa^ar disciple of Vinaysagar in 1697. In the post¬ 
script which Is in Gujarati and In a different form of characters states that 
in the meanwhile the Dera was destroyed by the Muhammetlans and 
accordingly remained closed till Km, 17^7 Maha Sbud 13, It was rebuilt 
and the image reestablished In Sm, 17S8 Shravan Shod 7 Gurau by Shah 
Talakashi Ja5^nt. 

In the third Rajashi Shall Dera there is a very finely engraved San¬ 
skrit inscription on the pedestal of the white mcarhle image of Sambhavanath 
in the Chaumukha, There is engraved in the middle of the six inscribed 
lines a very beautiful figure of a galloping horse. For the horse is the spe¬ 
cial mark of Sambhavanath, the third Tirthankara. The inscription states 
that in V.S. 1696 on friday the third of the bright half of Phajguna during 
the rule of Shri Lakhaji of the Vadu family over Navanagar liajasimka 
built the temple with the advice of Kalyansagar Suri, 

As regards the Rrahmanical temples there is an old temple of Bhida- 
bhanjana Mahadeva just outside the north-western gate of the city wall. 
There is no inscription etc, to say how -old it is. One Palla of a modern 
period is lying behind the temple and records that Dave Nana Hari son of 
Hari Krishna died in Sm, 1S57 Magasar Vad 13 Ravau and that Devaljai, 
daughter of Raval Raghutiath became a sati. 

The older temple of Nagesbwar is now tn a solitary' place at a dis¬ 
tance of a mile to the southeast of the city. There are three inscriptions there 
one of V. S. t666 recording that Bai Nakubai. wife of Shri Jasvantsinhji, 
son of Satrasal bought some lands and bestowed them upon the Nagesbwar 
temple. The other of Sm, 1670 Vaishakha Sud I I Bhaume states that B;ii 
Nakubai-the same i^ueen as k mentioned in the former inscription, puTchas- 
ed some more lands for the use of Nageshwar temple. The third inscrip¬ 
tion of the same daie-Sm. Injo-but of Margashir Sudi 2 Gurau says that a 
deri was built there by Damodar Gora for sSd Kork. 

At a mile’^s distance to the north from this there is a small village 
called Nagana. which in old limes was an important town and once was 
one of the chief centres of the Jethvas when tbej* had come to Kathiawad 
from Cutch. 

H. H, Jamsaheb l^njitsinliji. the present niler of Navanagar, has 
made in bis pfiacef ar. extremely valuable collection of pictures of rare merit. 
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heru an exireinely unpleasant tract of lancl-*a small islaiid- 
tn the Ran £o the norili of Cutch, It is called Paccham, It is owned by the 
Maharao of CtitcJi, I here is a small village there called Andhau. Dhvan 
Hahadur Ranchhodhhai I'daysram Dave, once the Divan of Cutch State and 
a well known Gujarati writer, wanted to collect materials for writing the 
history of Cutch State and had accordingly issued instructions to till his 
officers. From Andhau he got Information that there were some stones 
bearing unintelligible inscriptions. Finding that they wore iiuporiant Kshatrapa 
inscriptions he got them remov'ed to Bhuj where a Museum calleil the 
Fergusson Museum was established and the inscriptions were kept in tt. At 
another larger village called Ivhavda just near It there was found another 
Kshatrapa inscription but on a very large stone which was rather difficult 
to be removed to Bhuj. The State afterwards thought it lietter to allow 
the inscriptions to remain where they were found so that the importance 
ol th„- particular locality is not lost! The inscription therefore was not 
Ijrougt to Bhuj. 1 ‘roni a tliird place called Sanghara one more Kshatrapa 
inscription was brought to Bhuj. brom a fourth place c-ajled Ohrubanu, a 
fragment of an inscription was brought to Bhuj, From the letters it 
to be of the fourth or fifth century A,D. We have thus in the Feigiisson 
Museum at Bhuj five Kshatrapa inscMptions and one fragmentary inscrip* 
lion of the Gupta period. They are kept there under the staircase.

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fostrih inscriplion in four lines siates that a Lasti was put up for 
Rishabhadtfva, son of Trestadata, of Opasati gotra bj’(his) father Trestadata, 
a Buddhist monfc. TheKshatrapa inscription, broken into two parts is 
of a different date and king. It records that on Jestamula Dwadashi in the 
year 114 of the king Maha^Kshatrapa Swantl Rudrasiniha, son of Maha- 
Kshatrapa Swami Rudradaman, son of the king Kshatrapa Jayadaman 
(son of Chastana, who was the son ofYsamotika) a yashti« was put up by 
• one Ahira. The last two lines are not clear. 

The Jfi-rtA inscription is a fragmentary one bearing letters of the 4th 
or 5th century A.D. in nine lines. The letters are engraved in a queer 
way so that it b sometimes difficult to identify them. Nothing important, 
hovrever, can be made out of the individua! letters. This inscription, had it 
been complete,would have been of much importance as from the Kshatrapa 
period dow'n to-I may say-the Chaulukaya period there is no inscription 
found in Cutch which would give us at least some idea of the intervening 
period, f 

A remark requires to be made in connection with the Andhau and 
Khavda inscriptions, espedally for the consideration of Geologists. Inscrip¬ 
tions are found in important localities. The Paccham island in the T^an of 
Cutch where these five important inscriptions were found, must have been in 
those days an important place. It is at present an unpleasant and de¬ 
populated part where not even sufficient good water can be had. The 
change has been wrought within the last eighteen hundred years. 

Inside the Fergusson Museum there is a white marble inscription of 
V,S, 1300, { VaisHakha Vadi it Budhe ) recording that Yashaschandra- 
bhayada belonging to Modha community established an image of Munt 
Suvrataswami. 

Beyond these inscriptions and a few Kshatrapa, Gupta and miscellanea 
ous Muhammedati and Cutch State coins there are no objects of Archaeo¬ 
logical interest in the Museum. The silver work of Cutch ktpt there :s 
simply marvellous. Cutch possesses excellent reddish stone. There ate 
some fine busts made of that and kept there. The Museum does not add 
fresh exhibits every year. The Archaeological section of the Museum can 
be increased by bringing to Uhuj all the important inscriptions lying neg*

The Late Mr, Dal pa tram RKhakhar gives in his booh ‘Antiquities of Kachh’ 

some important loose slab Inscriptions which if allowed to reinain neglected 

where they are for some longer period would certainly be lost to us. Some 

excellent palias of the royal family, an account of some of which I give 

bcluw are lying buried in the ruins of tcmbs, fallen down by the earthquake 

of 1S19 A.D. It is better to repair tbe Deris or to dig up and remove the 

palias to the Museum at least, 

* 

At half a miles distance from the city to the south W'est there is a large 
number of jjjilias^and tcmbs of the p-ist rulers of the reigning family of 
Bhuj, It seems to be the custom with this royal family to regularly put 
up palias or memorial stones recording the death of the ruler Except the 
^ala fanjiaJy of Dhrangdhra I do not think there is any other royal family 
in Kathiawad which has such a record in the form of palias of their 
ancestors for three hundred years.At the place there are some other palias 
of Kumars who died during the lifetime of their ruling fathers and of some 
favourite soldiers who died in the fights. It is known to history that the 
former rulers of Cutch, gave to and took girls from the Muhammedansand 
hence we find many Muhammedatt tombs built near the palias of the royal 
family. On some palias were erected excellent Deris, the finest andlaigest 
of which being of Kao Lakha who died in A. C. 1761. The Deri, how'ever, 
was built in about 1770. Another beautiful Deri is of Rao Rayadhan who 
died in A. C. IS13. The tomb of Rao Desaljt, the father of the late Rao 
Pragmaljj is very beautiful. Sculptures of human beings and animals are ad- 
mirably wrought on it. Many other Deris have considerably suffered from 
the earthquake of AC. IBtq w'hich ruined many a building in Cutch. A large 
number of palias have accordingly bsen broken down and buried in the 
ruins, which it was not possible for a tourist like myself to take out and 
examine unless the State so wrishes. But it is a sad thing to note that the 
State seems to have taken no car.; 10 repair the tombs nor to dig out the 
palias and preserve them carefully. Some of the palias even as they stand 
now are very ioieresiing. There are sometimes two palias of the same size 
put up touching e:Lch other and bearing the same date. One is ofa king and 
the other to its left is of I. is queen Eeibre the practice *>f Sati w,is 
stopped the tjueen burnt horseii with the corpse of her husband, and 
hence two pal:;i5 recording the deaths of the two on the same day were 
put up side by side. Tile e.xce[lent figure of the king in relief bears all 
the emblems of royalty. He is shown riding fo excellent horse ami has 
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the umbrella raised over his he&d by an atieadant. On the queen's palia 
is engraved her standing figure tn simple style having in her left hand 
a KaJash an.d in her right hand a Mala probably ol Uudrakslia. Below the 
figures are Gujarati inscriptions in. Devanagari characters. 

Since as I have said above a paJia was generally put up in the name 
of a past ruler of Cutch by his successor we expect to find fifteen palias 
from that of Rao Kheiigar I who founded Bhuj in 1549 A,C. and who died in 
tj^S A.C, to that of the present ruler’s father Bao Pragmalji If who passed away 
in vV.C.lSbl or Sm, 193- Pausha Shud 5 ,1 he comparatively modern paJias 
are mostly intact and can be seen but the older palias are not generally seen. 
The palia of Rao Khengar I is not found. Dalpatrani kbakhar in his An¬ 
tiquities of Kaccha p. 90 gives two palias of Sm. 1688 and Sm. 1772, The 
former records the death of Rao BharnTal I, son of Rao Khengar, in Sm 16 S 8 
in the dark half of Pausli and gives us an interesting historical iiif-rmation 
that his wife, Lilavati, the daughter of Ra Mandlik of Junagadha whose 
palia stands just near it, became a Sati. Ra Mandlik the last Hindu ruler 
of Junagadha was made prisoner and ^Tusaltl^an by Mahamud Begada in 
Sm. 1529, Hence Khafchar explains that the Ra Mandlika of Junagadha 
in the present inscription may have been some girasia of the Junagadha 
Mandlika's family of whom there were kime in the time of the Musalman 
rulers. Another remark he makes in connection with this inscription is 
that the rulers of Kaccha who are Jadeja did not consider it illegal to 
marry even the daughterof the Chudasama Rajput (the Mandlika family of 
Junagadha) who is of the same .stock with the Jadejar. The lat ter iiiscrip- 
liun which he notices record.^ the death of liao Pragmalji son of Rayadhanaji 
in V. S, I772 and Shaka 1657 Paush Shukfa 8. His wire was a daughter 
of Ravalasiniha the King 0/ Idar, 

I could discover two pairs of inscribed palias of rulers between these 
two. There is a pair bearing Sm, 1702. But the palias are much burietl 
and the inscription cannot be fully read. But there c=m be no doubt that 
they are of Rao Bhojarja and his wife, for he died in AC. I646 or Sm, 
170a. This important inscription dug out will give important imformatlon, 
Bhojraj was the successor of Rao Bharmal I. Bhojraj was succeeded by 
Khengar If. His pjdia is not found. He was succeeded by Rao Taftiachj. 

I found his palia not in the place where these tombs and palias are but i:t 
the compound ol the Bengalow of the I’olitical .Agent of Bhuj. The kings 
palia is fixed on one side and his queen’s palia is fixed on the other sid of the 
way. The inscription states that Tamachi,sonofMegha.dietlon the llth day 
cf the bright half of Jyestha in V.S. 1722 and Shaka 1588 and that Shrl 
Bahenabai, daughter of Vadhd Nagji ( probably one of the Bbayats of the 
Aramada royal family) became a Sati. ft need not be told that the queen's 
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palia records the same thing. Tamachi, the son of ' Meghji, succeeded 
• Khengar II as I have said above. The reason is this: Bharmalji I had three 
sons Jehoji who died early in A^C; *620, Bhojraja the successor and Meghraj, 

Bhojraj was succeeded by Khengar his younger brothei*s son and Khengar 
by his younger brother Tamachi. Kayadhan’s palia who succeeded Tamachi 
is not .'bund. Pragma! s patia the .successor 01 Rayadhan is noticed above. 

Most of the palias of the next rulers can be seen. One of which of 
Gohad II who died in V.S. IS35 Shravan Shudi 11 Monday is specially 
interesting as it mentions that a Bhatla woman through motherly affectton 
for him became a Salt rTT?n *d3TT.) ' 

As regards the paltas of soldiers two can be noticed; one records 
that one A^sajj was killed in a fight in Sm. 174®. The other records that 
Khavasa Govaradhan was killed in a fight in V.S, 1819 and Shaka 1684, 

I would specially recommend the use of these palias to Diwan Baha¬ 
dur Ranchhodbhai, who is writing the history of Cutch, as they give us 
exact dates and settle some points of historicat importance. There are some 
places where the Kaccha Gazetteer gives one date for the death of a ruler 
and Dalpatram Khakhar gives a different date. For example the former 
hook speaks of the death of damachi in A,C. 1662 and Khakhar speaks 
of it in A C, 1666 .That the latter date is correct can be shown from the palias 
of V.S. 1722 which is Joundin the .Political Agent's compound. Will be try, 
therefore, to get these inscriptions dug out and if possible arranged in a 
regular order ? •
